New Line of Thievery.

San Frascisco,Dec, 16,—A form of
thievery new to the wolice came to
light through the request made by
Willlam Shew,a photographer, for the
arrest of 8 Chinese known as Wong
Sim. The matter was turned oyer to
Police Judge Low, who issued a war-
rant for the arrest of petty larceny.

According to the statement made by
Shew, it appears that Wong Sim s
only one of an organized gang of
thieves who confine thelr operations
rexclusively to the theft of pholo-
graphlc negatives. After a Chinese
who Is o member of the gang has be-
corme installed asa servant in some stu-
din where piletures of Chinese are
taken, he will steal the glass negative

from which she picture of
some  wealthy Chinese customer
has been printed, This 1Is

handed over Lo others of the gang,
who print several dozen photographs
from the stolen plate.

These flnlshed, the pletures are
then given to an agent, who Lakes
them to the original of the picture
und offers them forsale at a price far
below the origlpal price. As the ma-
Jority of Chinese usually have 4 horde

of relatives in China, the agent has |’

ne trouble in disposing of anywhere
from six totwelve dhzen pletutes at
the reduced rates.
